BOERS RETIRE FROM LEEUW KOP. 



llrltUh Capture a Quantity of Am 
munition and Rifle* Which the 
Retreating Army Left lle- 
hlnd- Other Points. 



Leeuw Kop, April 24— The Boers re- 
tired from their positions here so hur- 
riedly that they left a quantity of am- 
munition and many rifles behifid them. 
When the Warwickshire regiment took 
the farm house at the foot of the ridge, 
the Boers' pom-poms inflicting no 
damage, the Welsh regiment advanced 
along the Warwickshires' left and ap- 
proached the ridge, experieacing a 
cross fire. 

When the Boers fled they were oblig- 
ed to move for some distance along 
the sky line, and the artillery planted 
a shell with great accuracy, it bursting 
Just above the Boers, rolling over three 
horses. 

It appears that General Dickson met 
with opposition, the Boers firing their 
rifles at long range. Their position 
was one of great natural strength. 

General Pole-Carew's admirable dis- 
position of his force thoroughly puz- 
zled the Boers, who were unable to see 
the direction of attack, owing to a 
deep spruit. 

The British artillery was unable to 
Join the right in time to reply to the 
Boer gun, which was shelling the 
mounted infantry vigorously. The 
Bhells, however, burst 300 yards high 
and did no damage. 

It is stated that General Dewet holds 
the water works with a strong force. 
The Boers who held Leeuw Kop trek- 
ked to the southeastward. The British 
sent a force of cavalry to the south 
and a few shots were heard. Appar- 
ently the Boers do not hold Btrong 
positions anywhere in close proximity 
to Leeuw Kop. 

War Slap Explained. 

London, April 24.— All attention is 
centered on the interesting, though 
complicated situation in the southeast- 
ern portion of the Orang Free State, 
from which developments of the ut- 
most importance must occur soon. 
General Rundle, it would seem, has 
found the Boers confronting him at 
Dewet's Dorp In stronger force than he 
care* to engage, and so he is marking 
time pending the arrival of supports. 
While General Rundle Is preparing to 
Btrike Dewet's Dorp, Generals Brabant 
and Hart are pushing along the fron- 
tier of Basutoland, where they will be 
able to frustrate any attack on General 
Rundle'a right, and Generals French 
and Pole-Carew are hastening from 
Bloemfontein to bar the Boer line of 
retreat northwards, in the meanwhile 
the burgher forces occupying Tbaba 
N'Chu are in a position to fight a de- 
laying action, giving the Boer forces 
at Dewet's Dorp and Wepener time to 
retire in case of defeat, and it seems as 
though G?r.eral French must dispose 
of this Thabu N'Chu force before he 
can reach the rear of the Boer forces 
opposing. Generals Rundle and Bra- 
bant, otherwise his flank will be open 
to assault. The Boers driven out of 
Leeuw Kop will probably rally at 
Thaba N'Chu, where a stiff fight may 
be expected. Should the British fail 
In this attempt to bring about another 
Paardeburg, it must immensely affect 
the larger issues of the war, as it will 
undoubtedly lead to a persistent repe- 
tition of the guerilla tactics which 
have been largely responsible for the 
penning up of Lord Roberts at Bloem- 
fontein for so many we eks. 

Mews From Boer Sources. 
Pretoria, April 24.— An official bul- 
letin Issued here says: "The Federals 
continue their fighting at Wepener, 
and have captured a herd of General 
Brabant's cattle and horses. General 
Dewet's losses at Dewet's Dorp were 
one man killed and six men wounded. 
Twenty British were captured, besides 
the killed and wounded. The British 
appear to be retiring beyond Dewet's 
Dorp. Cronje reports that with a 
•trong command he attacked the Brit- 
ish northeast of Boshof. A heavy en- 
gagement followed and the English 
were driven from kopje to kopje. The 
Federals displayed great courage and 
resolution, and spiritedly chased the 
enemy in the direction of Boshof. Only 
two burghers were wounded. The 
British lost 15 men killed and left three 
wounded and eight prisoners In the 
bands of the burghers." The Cronje 
referred to is undoubtedly Command- 
ant Cronje, the second son of the fam- 
ous Boer General, now a prisoner on 
the island of St. Helena. 

Patrols Sniped. 
Warrenton, April 24.— Shelling was 
•■esumed, the fire being directed at the 



British river redoubts, which are 
steadily being pushed forward. The 
Boers appear to be in stronger force 
down the river and the Yeomanry pa- 
trols are frequently "sniped." It is 
confidently believed that Important de- 
Telopments are not far off. 

BY POPULAR VOTE. 

Hon. David B. Hill Favors Election 
of Senators by the People. 

Syracuse, April 24.— Five hundred 
leading Democrats of Syracuse and 
northern and central New York at- 
tended the Jefferson dinner given un- 
der the auspices of the local Dem- 
ocracy by Mayor James K. MacGuire. 
Gold men and silver advocates united 
in making the affair a great political 
success. Former Senator David B. Hill 
made the main speech of the evening 
He said in part: "The public interest 
would in my opinion be promoted by 
the election of United States senators 
by the people, instead of state legisla- 
tures. I hazard nothing in stating 
that nine-tenths of the people of the 
country favor the proposed change, 
and are much gratified at the recent 
passage of a constitutional amendment 
to that effect by the house of represen- 
tatives, and which is now pending in 
the United States senate awaiting ac- 
tion. The success of this reform would 
mean the death knell of offensive bOM- 
Ism in the federal senate, a consum- 
mation much to be desired. Permit 
me to say in this connection that a 
plank favoring an amendment to the 
constitution providing for the election 
of United States senators by the peo- 
ple was in the original draft of the 
Chicago platform in 1896, but was 
stricken therefrom by the subcommit- 
tee on resolutions against my earnest 
protest." 

From Murnuls to Duke. 

London, April 24.— The succession of 
the Marquis of Lome to the Dukedom 
of Argyll, owing to the death of his 
father, creates a vacancy in the house 
of commons for South Manchester, 
which the marquis represented. It is 
understood that had the seat been safe 
for the Unionists a vacancy would have 
been created some time ago by the 
queen making her son-in-law a peer. 
Now the Unionists are forced to re- 
contest the constituency, which only 
gave the Marquis of Lome a majority 
of 78 at the last election. It is pre- 
sumed that the Princess Louise, daugh- 
ter of Queen Victoria antLwife of the 
Marquis of Lome, will hereafter as- 
sume the title of Duchess of Argyll.

Mexican Town Burned. 

San Antonio, Tex., April 24.— Accord- 
ing to advices received here, Panuca, 
Mexico, one of the most important 
trading towns on the cast coast of the 
republic of Mexico, 60 miles west of 
the seaport of Tamplco, has been en- 
tirely destroyed by fire. Panuca is a 
town of 11,000 persons on the Panuca 
river. Thatched roof adobe houses 
and modern frame business block*, 
surrounded by brush huts, constituted 
the city. Everything went down be- 
fore the flames, as there were no fire 
fighting appliances in the city. The 
loss will aggregate $2,225,000.' 

At Canton. 

Canton, O.. April 24.— President and 
Mrs. McKinley and party arrived in 
the city at 10:10 a. m. In deference to 
the announcement of the president's 
friends that he came here for rest from 
public cares and to look after private 
affairs, no public demonstration was 
arranged. But in spite of this there 
was a large crowd of friends and fel- 
low-citizens at the station when the 
train rolled in, and a mighty volume 
of cheers went up as the president and 
Mrs. McKinley stepped from the train.

LOSES BY AN EYELASH 

Senate Sustains the Report to Dar 
Out Former Senator Quay. 



HOW MEMBERS VOTED ON QUESTION 



'/he Appointment of the Noted rol- 
Itlclau by the Governor of 
Pennsylvania Is Not 

sustained. 



Washington, April 24.— The f.nnl 
day's debate on the case of Hon. M. S. 
Quay began in the senate at 11 a. m. 
Notwithstanding the comparative early 
lio'.r of meeting a large number of 
senators was present when the session 
opened, and many people were iu the 
galleries. A resolution offered last 
week by Mr. Culberson of Texas was 
passed. It requests the president to 
inform the senate what committees 
have been created or appointed by the 
executive since March 4, 1885, in refer- 
ence to foreign relations or the terri- 
tories of the United States, or to in- 
quire into the war with Spain; the per- 
sonnel of the committees, the total 
compensation or allowance of each of 
the commissioners, and of all employes 
of the committees. 

A bill authorizing the secretary of 
war to make regulations governing the 
running of loose logs, steamboats and 
rafts on certain rivers was passed. * 

Consideration of the Quay case was 
then resumed. Mr. Penrose (Pa.) con- 
tinued his argument began Monday. 

Mr. McCumber (N. D.) delivered a 
carefully prepared constitutional argu- 
ment In opposition to the seating of 
Mr. Quay. Only a brief while ago he 
was regarded as an advocate of Mr. 
Quay's claim, but he announced in his 
speech that after careful consideration 
he had changed his opinion. This 
change, he said, was not based upon 
emotion, but upon reason. 

In an extended argument, Mr. Lind- 
say (Ky.) presented legal and consti- 
tutional resolutions why, in his opin- 
ion Mr. Quay ought not to be seated. 
He held that the appointment of sen- 
ators by the state executive was pro- 
vided for by the framers of the consti- 
tution merely to provide for the fill- 
ing of vacancies that may be regarded 
as unexpected. 

The vote on the Quay case was taken 
promptly at 4 p. m. The resolution 
which declared Mr. Quay "not entitled 
to Lis seat" was first laid before the 
senate. Mr. Chandler moved to strike 
out the word "not," and on that the 
vote was taken. Quay lost.

The first named in each instance being 
favorable to Mr. Quay, and the second 
opposed to him: Prltchard with Gal- 
linger, Depew with Hanna, Foster 
with Kean, Lodge with Thurston, Ken- 
ney with Caffery, Elkins with Chilton, 
Fairbanks with Mallory, Hoar with 
Pettus, Kyle with Rawlins. 

The following senators were un- 
paired: Aldrlch, Beveridge, Clark 
(Mont.) and Pettigrew. 

The vote was then taken on the reso- 
lution declaring Quay not entitled to 
a seat. The resolution declaring Quay 
not entitled to a seat was carried — 33 
to 32. The rollcall of the senate was 
the same as on the previous call. 

Quay Will Control. 
Harrisburg, April 24.— It is hard to 
make a reliable forecast for tlie Re- 
publican convention here, as few of 
the leaders are oq the ground. It is 
conceded that the convention will be 
controlled by the friends of Colonel 
Quay. There does not seem to be much 
doubt of the selection of M. S. Quay, 
Governor Stone, Attorney General El- 
kin, ex-Senator Charles A. Porter and 
Colonel James Elverson of Philadel- 
phia, ex-Congressman John H. Lels- 
enrig of Wilkesbarre, State Chairman 
Reeder and B. W. Green of Emporium 
as delegates-at-large to the national 
convention. 

Chicago Plumbers Strike. 
Chicago, April 24.— Plumbers have 
gone on a strike. At a meeting it was 
voted unanimously by the Journeymen 
Plumbers' union. This strike is the 
latest development of the local labor 



troubles. The new strike || aimed di- 
rectly at the contractors, and the ef- 
forts to complete with union labor the 
plumbing jobs on large buildings, 
around whose progress have centered 
the whirlwinds of the labor war. About 
600 plumbers are now on a strike.

Washington, April 21.— An exciting 
encounter occurred at the Couer 
d'Alene Investigation when Bartlett 
Sinclair, who was on the stand, gave 
the lie to Attorney Robertson, repre- 
senting the miners. Robertson sprang 
for Sinclair, aiming a blow at his face. 
Several congressmen Intervened and 
held Robertson and Sinclair from com- 
ing together. An officer appeared on 
the scene, but his services were n ot 
required, as order had been restored. 



Ruling on Oleomargarine. 

Washington, April 24. — Commis- 
sioner Witeon of the internal revenue 
bureau has held that where BlaaUfaC- 
turers ship stamped packages of oleo- 
margarine on orders of customers, and 
do not take the way bills from the 
common carrier to these customers, 
but simply to their own agent, who 
receives and delivers the packages to 
the persons whose names are found 
thereon, the manufacturers involve 
themselves in special tax liability as 
wholesale dealers at the place where 
their agent makes these deliveries. Vho 
commissioner has also held that where 
retail dealer sells and delivers upon 
one order two packages of oleomar- 
garine, each containing 10 pounds of 
the same grade and at the Fame price, 
he sells 20 pounds in distinct contra- 
vention of law, which limits him to 
the sale of quantities not exceeding 10 
pounds. 

Porto Itican Resolution. 

Washington, April 24.— Previous to 
the resumption of the consideration of 
the passage of the appropriation bill 
in the house, Mr. Cooper, chairman of 
the committee on insular affairs, ask- 
ed unanimous consent for the consider- 
ation of the Foraker resolution to pro 
vide for the continuation In office of 
the present military administration in 
Porto Rico, pending the appointment 
of civil officers under the civil govern- 
ment act. The resolution carried two 
amendments placed upon it by the in- 
sular affairs committee; one to provide 
that franchises should be approved by 
the president and another placing cer- 
tain restrictions upon charters, corpor- 
ations, etc. It was arranged that the 
resolution should be debated for one 
hour.

Money For Seeds Out Down. 

Washington, April 24.— The senate 
committee on agriculture has reported 
the agriculture appropriation bill to 
the senate. As reported the bill car- 
ries a total appropriation of $3,959,150, 
which is a net increase of only $22,320. 
The senate really added Items amount- 
ing to $82,320, but by diminishing the 
house appropriation for the purchase 
of seed to the extent of $40,000, and 
that for agricultural department pub- 
lications to the extent of $20,000, the 
net increase was reduced. 



To Investigate .lupnnese. 
Washington, April 24.— The treasury 
department has ordered a special agent 
to proceed to the Pacific coast to in- 
vestigate the matter of the large in- 
flux of Japanese coolies to this coun- 
try within the last few months. The 
question is still troubling the immi- 
gration officials. Until two or three 
months ago, the immigration of Japan- 
ese to the United States was small. It 
has become so heavy as to excite sus- 
picion that the men are coming here a* 
contract laborers. 



Taylor Visits Senate. 

Washington, April 24. — Governor 
Taylor of Kentucky was on the floor 
of the senate. He refused to discuss 
in any way the situation in Kentucky. 

Prayed For an Appeal. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 24.— Ex-Gov- 
ernor W. O. Bradley, representing the 
Republican minor state officials, pray- 
ed an appeal to the court of appeals 
from the judgment of ouster rendered 
by Circuit Judge Cantrill last week. 
The appeal was prayed as to all cases 
except that of Breckinridge against 
Pratt. Mr. Pratt, the Republican con- 
testant for attorney general, did not 



Meridian, Misa., April 24.— The rise 
In the waters caused by the heavy 
rainfall Monday night has about 
ceased, and a rapid fall 1b expected 
with no further rain. Something of 
the difficulties hindering the resump- 
tion of traffic on the New Orleans and 
Northeastern road can be Judged from 
the fact that within a distance of 40 
miles of Meridian fire miles of track 
must be replaced. A 4-foot cut 200 
feet long, entirely filled with dirt and 
rock must be cleared, and a roadbed, 
over which 200 feet of track la swing- 
ing, must be replaced. 



MEANINQ OF RAILWAY CONCESSIONS. 



It I - Said the Sultan Has Iteen Forced 
to A'ctpt C ertain Condition* 
Which Will Retail In DivU 
bioii of His Kmplrc. 



New York, April 24.— Rev. Dr. 
George Washburn, president of Rob- 
erts' college, Constantinople, speaking 
at a dinner of the Brooklyn Congrega- 
tional club, said: "The political transi- 
tions which have taken place in Tur- 
key in the last few weeks are. the most 
important that have oci urred for years 
in the empire. You have probably 
read of some German railroad con- 
cessions obtained by the Russian gov- 
ernment. Well, there is a story back 
of thes concessions. 

"When the war broke out in South 
Africa, the kaiser went to England, 
and there was one thing he carried 
away home with him In reward for 
keeping his hand out of the affair in 
Africa. It was a concession for all 
the railways in the western part of 
Turkey for the Germans. These con- 
cessions gave the Germans the right 
to construct all the railways In Asia 
Minor west of a line from Constantin- 
ople to the Peruvian gulf. 

"It now appears that as Germany 
made a compact with England, so Rus- 
sia has made a bargain with Germany. 
As Germany is to construct all tho 
roads in the western part of the em- 
pire, 80 Is Russia to construct all the 
roads In the eastern part. These two 
powers, with the consent of England, 
are dividing Turkey into two spheres 
of influence, in the belief that when 
the final partition comes the spheres 
of influence will become German, and 
the sphere which is under Russian con- 
trol will become Russian. 

"By mobilizing troops upon his bor- 
ders the two powers have compelled 
the sultan to agree to this. The lire 
between the two spheres of influence 
runs from a little town on the Bleack 
sea to the Persian gulf. This is the 
arrangement the sultan has been com- 
pelled to accept, and the arrangement 
that has meant so much politically to 
Turkey In the last few weeks." 

Stole tltA Records. 

Chicago, April 24.— Burglars, whoso 
sympathies are apparently with union 
labor, made a raid on the office of tho 
Industrial union, carried every record 
and book belonging to the organiza- 
tion. The membership list, contain- 
ing the names and addresses of be- 
tween 2,500 and 3.000 men of various 
trades who do not belong to the unions 
affiliated with the building trades 
council, was carried away, together 
with all the correspondence since tho 
Industrial union came into existence. 
The loss is regarded as a serious blow 
to the Industrial union, and indirectly 
its effect may be felt by the building 
contractors' council. 



Clark Will Resign. 

New York, April 24.— William A. 
Clark of Montana will resign his seat 
in the United Stat-s senate.. The 
communication by which h<- will make 
known to the senate his intentions has 
already been prepared. It may be pre- 
sented soon. It may be held until 
later in the session, but it will be 
handed before the senate has acted 
upon the report of the committee on 
privileges and ejections declaring that 
he was not duly and legally elected. 

The Count Discharged. 
Chicago, April 24— Count Lavine le 
De Toulouse Latrec, charged by the 
Montreal authorities with having dis- 
posed of forged bonds under the name 
of V. Castano, was released from cus- 
tody here by the county authorities, 
but was soon after arrested by federal 
officers. The warrant under which the 
count was first arrested was found to 
be faulty when passed upon by Judge 
Dunne. 

Train Wrecked. 
Scranton, Pa., April 24.— A train of 
32 freight cars ran away on the moun- 
tain grade of the Delaware-Hudson 
new steam railroad crossing the moun- 
tains between Carbondale and Hones- 
dale. The engine Jumped the track on 
a sharp curve drawing the train after. 
The cars were piled In an Indiscrim- 
inate heap. An unknown man was 
killed and several others we re injured. 

Constantinople, April 24— The porte 
has received telegrams from the Turk- 
ish minister at Washington, All Fer- 
rouh Bey, pointing out the bad impres- 
sion created in the United States by 
the nonpayment of the Indemnity due, 
and announcing the determlnatlen of 
the American government to insist 
upon a prompt settlement of the claim*,
